It was by far the most 
open and significant step taken 
by the United States in the ex- 
plosive Balkan situation.

At the same time Governor Tal- 
madge signed into law two other 
labor bills. One requires unions 
to give employers a 30-day notice 
before calling a strike against him. 
The other. forces taxicab drivers 
to carry passengers to their de- 
sired destination regardless of 
whether or not the destination is 
involved in a strike. 

Because the home guard meas- 
ure did not contain a time limit, 
Talmadge said he was afraid it 
would provide for a large mili- 
tary organization that would be- 
‘come superfluous and expensive 
when the National Guard units 
were mustered out after their 
year of active service. 

In a carefully worded statement 
explaining his action on the Ed-

night they had stormed and 


occupied Cheren, east Africa’s 
major stronghold of Italian 
resistance, and captured Ha- 


rar, second city of Ethiopia. 


Thus crumbled what may prove 
to be the last real ramparts of 


Italy’s African empire. 


Cheren, mountain key to Eri- 
trea’s capital, Ashmara, 45 miles 
to the southeast, had been de- 
fended for seven weeks by 35,000 
crack Fascist troops under the 
command of the Duke of Aosta. 


It fell to British and Indian 


troops after two weeks of the 
heaviest fighting, on tortuous ter- 


rain and in treacherous climate.

It was understood by these cir- 


cles that the German government, 


which last night demanded an 
explanation of Yugoslavia, left no 
doubt that the new government 
must come through with an un- 
equivocal statement of its posi-| 
tion on the pact. | 

Mere phrases like “bringing 
Yugaslav neutrality into line with 
the pact” were considered insuf- 


' ficient. 


That the new Yugoslav govern- 
ment cannot do otherwise than 
stick to the Axis was regarded as 
self-evident by German political 
circles. 


Refusal to regard the pact as 


, binding, it was intimated, might 


lead directly to dissolution of 
Yugoslavia much in the manner 


_of Czecho-Slovakia. 


Hungary, Bulgaria, Rumania 
and Germany might all claim 
slices of the kingdom if it declin- 
ed to “play ball,” it was said.

The military revolt against the 
Axis alignment began at 2 a. m. 
Thursday, and took control with 
the force of the army behind it. 

The public, vigorously disap- 
proving the Axis pact, hysterical- 
ly cheered the new regime and 
called with increasing fervor for 
war against Germany. 

Jubilant crowds stili tramped 
the streets early today. The stormy 
Belgrade populace seemed to ac- 


cept as a foregone conclusion that 
| the new government would repu- 
diate wholly the regency regime 


and one prominent Yugoslav sum- 
med it up this way: 

“If this government doesn’t re- 
sist, we'll get another one that 
will.” 

The rush of men to the colors 
was swift; trains, automobiles and 
taxicabs were commandeered to 
take them to the frontiers; mili- 
tary trucks rumbled through the 
streets, and overhead the sky was 
darkened with Yugoslavia’s war- 


Axis Nationals Scared. 

German and Italian nationals, 
gaily triumphant such a little time 
before, frantically tried to get out 
of the country. 

After the frontiers of the coun- 
try were opened last evening all 
travelers carrying German pass- 
ports were refused entry. 

(Reports from Sofia, Bul- 
garia, said German _ troops 
occupying that country had 
reversed their southward 
movement toward the Greek 
and Turkish frontiers and 
were rushing toward the bor- 
der of defiant Yugoslavia.)

In Touch With U. S. Chemists 


Fled Germans With Secret Formula Which May 
Transform Corn Into Rubber 


Locked in

WASHINGTON, March 27.—Somewhere in Portugal is a refugee 
Polish chemist who may have the secret of transforming corn into 


cheap rubber. 
He is the only individual alive 


who knows the process for getting 


‘®ut of a gallon of alcohol at least three-fourths of a gallon of the 
elusive chemical substance butadiene, which is the basis of most 


Synthetic rubbers. 
This man is in touch with a 


Broup of American chemists and 
he is about to come to the United 


‘States after one of the strangest 


adventures of the new World War. 
The story comes from one of the 
most reliable sources in Ameri- 


an chemistry. 4 


In 1925 the Lebedev process for 
making rubber out of alcohol was 
announced in Russia. It involved 
transforming alcohol into buta- 
diene, the extremely volatile liq- 
uid which boils and disappears as 
Vapor at about the freezing tem- 
perature of water, but is very 
Similar to the basic substance of 
latex, or natural rubber. The Le- 
bedev process was expensive. The 
best the Russians ever were able 
to do was to transform from 15 
to 20 per cent of a given amount 
of alcohol to butadiene. 

Germans Balked. 

German chemists tried to im- 
prove the process of preparing 
butadiene from alcohol, but got 
nowhere. They turned to the far 
cheaper but still expensive tech- 
nique of making butadiene out of 
coke and lime. This is still the 
basis of their synthetic rubbers. 

Meanwhile Polish chemists were 
working on the original Russian 
idea and in 1938 announced they 
had developed a secret method by 
which they could change as much 
as 80 per cent of alcohol into 
butadiene. They gave no details. 
Then came the German invasion. 
The Polish process was coveted by 
Germany.

_ Regulations Make Air 
Travel Safe.

WASHINGTON, March 27.— 
Congressional criticism of the 
transfer of the old Civil Aeronau- 
tics Authority to the Department 
of Commerce, as the Civil Aero- 
nautics Board, following recent 
airplane crashes, has directed pub- 


ulations set up for commercial 
airlines. 

The average passenger who 
Climbs aboard a modern airliner 
and selects his own seat, perhaps 
after glancing around outside to 
make sure his baggage was on the 
truck which rolled up beside the 
baggage compartment door, has 
little conception of the work 
which went on behind the scenes 
to make certain the airplane is 
not overloaded and its weight is 
properly distributed. 

His casual observations proba- 
bly revealed to him nothing more 
than the fact that mail and ex- 
press bags and parcels were load- 
ed into compartments in the nose 
and tail of the airplane, apparent- 
ly in a rather haphazard manner, 
and that fuel was pumped into 
the wing tanks. 

So far as the casual observer 
can determine, there is no partic- 
ular. effort made to distribute 
weights throughout the airplane. 
On most domestic airlines pas- 
sengers are permitted to select 
their own seats, regardless of their 
individual weights. In flight they 
can wander up and down the aisle 
at will, subject only the restric- | 
tions of traffic jams in case too, 
many passenger feel inclined to) 
roam at once. 

Some airlines, particuarly Pan-_ 
‘American Airways in the opera- | 
tion of its flying boats, will assign 
passengers to definite seats for | 
take offs and landings, giving 
them perfect liberty to wander | 
around the passenger compart- 
ments in flight. This will happen 
occasionally on the domestic air- 
lines if there are few passengers 
and many vacant seats, but not 
often. 


Critical Analysis. 

However, behind all this is a 
critical analysis of “payloads” and 
their distribution, of which the 
passenger may not be even re- 
motely aware. 

The performance of an airplane, 
particularly for take-off and land- 
ing, is much affected by the posi- 
tion of its center of gravity. This 
is figured in design so it coincides 
with the “center of life’ of the 
airplane, which puts it somewhere 
back of the leading edge of the 
wing. Any pronounced shifting of 
the center of gravity, owing to 
overloading of the nose or tail, 
may seriously, even dangerously, 
affect the “trim” and performance 
of the airplane, especially during 
the critical operations of taking 
off or landing. 

In flight, weight distribution is 
of far less consequence, because 
the pilot can “trim” the airplane 
so that it will fly “hands off’ for 
almost any possible load condition. 
All the passengers could crowd to 
the front or rear of the passenger 
compartment or to one -ide c. the 
other in normal flight and yet the 
ship would continue in level flight. 

But in landings and take-offs 
distribution of weight becomes 
important. So does the total | 
amount of load. | 

Federal regulations promulgated | 
and enforced by the Civil Aero-| 
nautics Authority and the individ- | 
ual airlines for their own protec- 
tion. outlaw overloading of any 
airliner. In the first place, each 
airline plane is approved for a 
standard gross load which is well 
below the stress factors of the 
landing gear and all parts of the 
plane in the hardest normal land- 
ing or the roughest weather. 

Provisional Load. 

There also is a “provisional 
gross load” with which (i.e air- 
plane can take off within a re- 
quired maximum distance and at 
a rate of climb which will take it 
over any existing obstruction 
around the airport. It is com- 
puted with an eye to “single en-| 
gine performance,” in case one en- 
gine should stop. The provision- | 
al load may vary from airport to | 
airport in accordance with altitude | 
above sea level, length of run- | 
ways or obstacles. | 

The provisional gross load for | 
take-off may be greater than the | 
allowable gross load for the air- 
plane in some cases because it is 
safer for a heavily loaded air- 
plane to take off than to land. The 
provisional load may be com- 
puted to allow for consumption of 
fuel and consequent lightening of 
the load in flight. Should an 
emergency landing be required, | 
there are dump valves for quick | 
unloading of fuel, to reduce an ex- | 
tra provisional load to or below | 
the gross load. |

Winston Churchill, yesterday morning, an- 
item of news to the British 


nounced an 
people. 

“I bring you great news,” he said, “Yugo- 
slavia has found her soul!” 

With these words he made known the 
rising of the Yugoslav people; how they had 
revolted against the hateful treaty with the 
Axis their representatives had signed; how 
those cabinet members who had made that 
-treaty had been tossed into jail and how the 
young King Peter had taken over the active 
leadership of his people. 

No more stirring drama in all the dramatic 
history of the war has taken place than this 
overthrow of a government by a people not 
- docile enough to be led into Axis slavery. 
When history at last writes the story of the 
great struggle, the action of the Yugoslavs 
will take rank with that of the Greeks, of 
Dunkirk, among the stirring deeds. 

One of the first actions taken by the new 
Yugoslav ministry was to repudiate the hated 
treaty, signed only this week at Vienna.

To Spread the Job 


The new four-point policy on the locating 


of defense industries, announced by the Na- 


tional Defense Commission, is of vital im- 


portance to the south. 

The commission, referring the policy to 
the plant site committee, set forth four points. 
One seeks to avoid establishment of further 
new plants in cities or regions where defense 
orders are already placing a strain upon 
transportation facilities, labor supplies and 
housing. 

The second calls for the giving of every 
possible preference to the south and the west, 
where large reserves of labor are available 
and where industrial development is needed, 
for now and for after the war, to produce a 
better balance between industry and labor. 
The third point calls for subcontracting of 
large defense orders in order to spread the 
tremandous undertaking as widely as possible 
over the industrial resources of the nation 
and, the fourth point, new industries should 
be placed in regions which have suffered a 
decline in peacetime industries or have not 
yet been heavily engaged in defense produc- 
tion. 

It is, of course, the second of those points 
which most directly concerns the south. Rec- 


| ognition by the national government of the 


extreme value in placing new industries in 
this section, where they are badly needed 
for the creation of a better balanced section- 
al economy, after the war, is a step that 
should bring large results. 

Before the world crisis developed there 
was a general agreement by all federal au- 
thorities that rapid industrial development 
of the south would inure to the benefit of 
the entire nation. It would give to this section 
a better balanced system, would enhance the 
value of our people from the viewpoint of the 
national market and would lift the economic 
status of the average southern worker to a 
standard more nearly parallel with that of 
his compatriots of the north and east.

MERCHANT MARINE CONTROL It is not generally known, 
but when Sir Arthur Sal- 


ter reaches this country at the end of the week, he will find ready- 
built a rough but effective framework for Anglo-American co- 
operation in the crucial shipping field. From the American stand- 
pont, by far the most important part of this framework is the 
remarkable system of volunteer controls quietly arranged between 
the -American ship-owners and the Maritime Commission. 

Some time ago, when a shipping shortage first threatened, the 
chairman of the Maritime Commission, Admiral Emery S. Land, 
met with representatives of the ship-owners and warned them 
frankly that their vessels were a national resource which must be 
used in the public interest during the war period. The ship-owners 
had long been aware that such a warning was inevitable, sooner 
or later. Possibly, at the backs of their minds, they remembered 
that the President has the power to requisition all shipping by 
declaring a national emergency. At any rate, they responded 
warmly to Land’s warning, promising the fullest aid to the gov- 
ernment whenever it should be required. 


GOVERNMENT GUIDANCE Ever since then, the system of 

volunteer shipping controls 
has been going full blast. At the heart of it are charts at the 
Maritime Commission, showing the positions of American ships all 
over the world, and lists of shipping priorities supplied to the Mari- 
time Commission by the War and Navy Departments, the Office 
of Production Management, and other agencies involved in the 
defense effort. 

The priorities lists divide all goods to be carried to and from 
the United States into three categories. A-1l priority is given to 
defense materials, such as tin, rubber and the like. A-2 priority 
Is given to “good will materials.” These are largely exports to and 
imports from Central and South America, which must continue to 
be carried if our economic relationships in the hemisphere are to 
be maintained, and Nazi penetration prevented. And A-3 priority is 
given to consumers’ essentials, such as coffee for the American 
breakfast table. The lists show where shipments of the various 
classes of goods are waiting to be picked up, where they are to go, 
and how soon they must arrive. 

Most of the goods are moved in the ordinary course of commerce, 
but whenever the priorities lists show a bottleneck developing, the 
controls system goes into action. The practical shipping men brought 
into the Maritime Commission by Admiral Land as his assistants 
study the lists and the charts of ship positions. To take an actual 
case, they find that @ freighter heading for Africa to pick up a 
shipment of cocoa beans will be better employed handling an ore 
shipment. Then they inform the freighter’s owners, and the cocoa 
beans are abandoned to their fate and the ore is carried. 

Although in many instances this means a sacrifice of profit, 
and although some of the ship-owners have grumbled rather loudly, 
no ship-owner has yet refused to accept the Maritime Commis- 
sion’s “guidance.” Freight rates have lately become a serious 
problem, but the attitude of the majority of ship-owners seems to 
be sensible that no long-term difficulty is anticipated. 

The American volunteer shipping controls can

| easily be developed into over-all planning of 
shipping use. Indeed, a first effort in this direction is already 
being made, in the form of gradual transfer of our inter-coastal 
shipping to off-shore runs, and assumption by trucks and railroads 
of the inter-coastal vessels’ former transport burde 
_ Over-all planning of shipping use is already in force, of course, 
in Britain, where the ministry of shipping is the manager of the 
British merchant marine. The ministry’s local agency is the Traffic 
Control Division of the Purchasing Commission, which is charged 
with having cargoes at the ports ready for ships that put in,. sub- 
stituting land transport for shipping wherever possible, and other- 
wise economizing British tonnage. Sir Arthur Salter will have the 
power to speak for the shipping ministry, and in view of his great 
record at the joint shipping board in the last war, will speak with 
immense authority. With both American and British machinery 
already in operation, it will be easy for Admiral Land, Sir Arthur 
and their subordinates to get together and lay out an Anglo- 
American shipping program, in effect pooling the two nations’ 
—— resources and using it to the best advantage of the war 
effort. 

While it will be immensely helpful, laying out such a joint pro- 
gram will not solve the shipping problem. Even after the two 
nations’ shipping resources have been pooled, they will still be in- 
adequate. But at least it will then be possible to tell precisely 
what the shipping problem is. Complete data will be available for 
the grave decisions that must be made. Convoying may or may not 
be resorted to. At the present it seems quite possible, since the 
Navy is reluctant to give the British the destroyers and the Mari- 
time Commission does not wish to yield the merchant ships which 
might make convoying unnecessary. But whatever the ultimate 
choice, it will be informed and intelligent

ONE WORD MORE 


By RALPH McGILL. : 
“TL ANTERNS ON THE LEVEE” When I finished with Wil- 


liam Alexander Percy’s book, 
“Lanterns on the Levee,” I felt like sitting down and writing a 
letter to this man whom I have never met or seen. The letter 
would have read: 

“Dear Will—It just occurred to me on reading your book that 
I hadn’t seen you in a good while. I am coming down for a visit 
and may stay a week or so.” | 

There are all sorts of books. There are many good stories being 
written today. Some of them are a bit tedious, but still good stories, 
There are profound books, too; sober and filled with rich experi- 
ence. There is all sorts of writing. 

But not in many, many years have I read anything so beauti- 
fully written and so clearly honest and fine as “Lanterns on the 
Levee.” 

It is so honestly done, and so well told are its recollections, that 
one feels, on putting it down, that one has known Will Percy all 
one’s life. One feels the urge to visit him. They tell me that, 
actually, a great many persons do just this and that his house is 
practically cluttered up with visitors. I’ve met one man who went 
to visit him for a week and stayed a year. This makes even “The 
Man Who Came to Dinner” seem like a pop-caller. 

Will Percy has been a very good poet for many years. Now 
he has done his memoirs and it is quite the finest book of memoirs 
I have read. 

I have been surprised to find that all the critics in the past have 
dealt kindly with it. I say surprising, because much that he has 
to say could be labeled reactionary. But they cannot say this be- 
cause of his candor and his sometimes cruelly clear observations, 

It is a book which the south must hope will be widely read, 
It explains the south, even though it is written of the Mississippi 
delta country, better than any of the sociological books written in 
the past ten years, excepting only Howard Odum’s “Southern Re- 
gions,” which is different. 


HONEST PERSON Here is a man who has lived the life of 


the old Greek aristocrat. He was born of 
gracious, cultured and courageous people. He was educated in the 
old manner. So well was he educated that, when he went to 
Sewanee Military Academy, he took, instead, the college entrance 
examinations and passed them. He had been educated by nun and 
priest and lawyer. They had taught him a few things which are 
in books, but they had taught him how to see flowers and clouds 
and rivers and mountains and how to listen to music. 

He went to Harvard and his observations about Harvard and 
Boston and the people there are of interest. He had to be a lawyer 
and he was a good one, coming back to his native Greenville to 
join his father in practice. 

He and his father and the decent people defeated the Ku Klux 
Klan in Greenville, His father started the defeat when the iniquitous 
“Colonel” came down from Atlanta, by standing up on the plate 
form when the “Colonel” had done, and shaking a finger beneath 
the ‘“‘Colonel’s” face and saying: 

“Who sent this scoundrel here to turn brother against brother 
in this peaceful town, and on what field of honor did he earn the 
title of colonel?” 

With that introduction he won over the crowd and the “Colonel” 
fled the town. The next two years were hard ones, but in the end 
the Klan was undone, as it should have been undone in every 
town had there been courage enough.

A Reasonable Plan 

The seven judges of the superior courts of 
Fulton county have agreed they will, in fu- 
ture, hear and decide issues in civil cases 
without the customary 12-man juries, in such 
cases where both sides to the litigation agree 
to waive their rights to jury trial. 

Such a plan will result in saving many 
thousands of dollars to the county and 
should, also, bring about a considerable sav- 
ing in the time of the courts. It involves no 
loss of rights to anyone, inasmuch as any 
litigant may have a jury trial if he prefers. 

In cases without jurors, two judges will 
sit, one as trial judge and the other in the 
capacity of a one-man jury. Both will con- 
sider the evidence and agree on the verdict 
before it is rendered. 

A large proportion of civil cases, after all, 
are merely disagreements or disputes in 
which the parties involved wish a decision 
by an outside, unbiased referee. To require the 
time of 12 men in such cases is, on the face 
of it, wasteful both of time and money. The 
judgment of two experienced, trained and

Seems an Enemy to 
The Hill-Billy 


By ROBERT QUILLEN. 

His closest friends seem to agree that Mr. Roosevelt’s chief weak- 
ness is a craving for popularity. He wishes to be liked by every=- 
body. And though he has an unusual capacity for making enemies, 
and fights them tooth and nail, he is genuinely distressed by the 
knowledge that some people dislike him. 

The desire for praise and the desire to be liked are universal. 
The few who profess not to care what people think of them are 
fooling themselves. It is another instance of grapes that are sour 
because they are out of reach. 

Yet the desire to be liked dooms all of us to be hurt, for nobody 
is liked by everybody. 

What explains our dislikes? Dorothy Canfield says there is 
no explanation. Like the author of the famous quatrain about Dr. 
Fell, all of us dislike some of us without knowing why, and there 
is nothing we can do about it. 

But there is an explanation for most of our dislikes, and it 
dates back to the unknown beginning of the story of mankind, when 
the world was full of terrifying mysteries and all strangers were 
enemies to be hated and feared. We have never outgrown that 
suspicion and dislike of outlanders and people who differ from 
our kind. | 

Years ago a young printer set out to learn about his country. 
Jobs were easy to get, by advertising in a trade journal, and he 
never remained in one town or state longer than six months. Thus 
he was always an outsider, ignored or regarded with cold suspi- 
cion by the clannish natives. 

In all his wanderings, north and south, from coast to coast, 
he found people who feared or disliked strangers. The only ex- 
ception was a little village in the southeast, where charming and 
friendly people treated him as a long-lost brother from the first 
day. 

Good roads and automobiles have made us a nation of travelers, 
and we have grown more tolerant of strangers, but we still in- 
stinctively distrust the outlander and all who differ from us. Some 
of our dislikes may be explainable, but as a rule the people we 
dislike differ from us in race or religion or behavior or moral 
standards or tastes or dress or social class or manner of speech,

Makes Plea for, 
‘All Out’ Effort 


Chaplain Who Fled Paris 
Asks British War Re- 
lief Here.

“No, the Nazis didn’t chase me 
out of Paris. I drove my car out 
two days before they entered—be- 
cause nearly all my parishioners 
had gone and I thought I could 
accomplish more back home.” 

It was Dean Frederick Warren 
Beekman talking, out at St. Luke’s 
Episcopal church, where he spoke

The dean is tall and quite a 
figure. Not much hair left, and he 
insisted on the photographer tak- 
ing his profile—the left side of his 
nose was damaged slightly in foot- 
ball.

“But the American Cathedral in 
Paris is still open—with a young 
man in charge. And I’m still dean.

America 
can do to help England win this 
war. He is “all out” for it. He is 
100 per cent, he said, for Roose- 
velt. He has small patience with 
politicians. 

“In this war raging in Europe, 
We ourselves are practically en- 
gaged,” he said. 

“The message I am trying to 
give the American people after a 
European residence of 24 years is 
a simple one. 

“The only question of impor- 
tance in the international world 
today is: Whether or not Hitler 
and the Nazis and their other to- 
talitarian, despotic allies are to 
succeed in their plan of conquer- 
ing and dominating this world— 
including America—in an eco- 
nomic, military and naval war, or 
whether this attacking force is to 
be stopped by democratic free 
men. 

“There is no doubt as to their 
plans. As to whether we are an 
intended victim along with Brit- 
ain. The enemy admits it himself. 

“And, so what is Americanism? 
Simply this. Any delay, from 
whatever cause, to our American 
defense plans in this hour of cri- 
sis, when only a fighting Britain 
stands between us and the enemy, 
is not to be tolerated. 

Intolerable. 

“Does industry seek to. gain 
wartime profits? This is not to 
be tolerated. Does labor seek to 
be the only group which escapes 
the sacrifice which must come to 
all classes and groups of Ameri- 
cans? This is not to be tolerated. 

“How about labor? How about 
these constantly recurring strikes? 

“In President Roosevelt’s ad- 
dress he said: ‘We must first 
shame them.’ But there is no time 
in which to shame them. The 
French tried that and failed, and 
when later the government which 
had befriended labor more than 
any other in all time tried sterner 
methods it was too late and France 
fell and is now in slavery. 

“A second point: Who is to de- 
termine whether or not a fighting 
Britain is America’s first line of 
defense? Certainly not amateurs. 
Certainly not political leaders in 
congress, who are amateurs on this 
question. 

“This is a question of military 
and naval strategy, and therefore 
to be decided by the general staffs 
of the Army and Navy. 

“Senators, representatives and 
special leaders in press and on 
radio would do well to recognize 
this fact—which should be patent 
to all.”

Thrasher Hopes Georgia 
Will Never Revert to 
Allocation System. 


By The Associated Press 
A man who has labored for 


years untangling knotty financial 
problems of the state hopes that 
the recently adjourned levislature 
paved the way for the final over- 
throw of the practice of allocating 
the bulk of Georgia’s revenue to 
specified departments. 


For a decade or more, state 
solons have wrangled over pro- 
posals to put all the state’s income 
in one pot and apportion it ac- 
cording to needs, but not until this 
year was it done. 

By enactment of House Bill No 
1, the legislature in effect aban- 
doned the system of allocations. 
The action was taken in response 
to the urging of Governor Tal- 
madge, who said that otherwise he 
not hope to pay the state 
out of debt.

He 
doesn’t function so efficiently.” 

Postmaster Livingston said: 
“Five additional clerks and three 
additional laborers have been au- 
thorized by the department for 
the mail division, in April.

I haven't heard of any com- 
plaints about speed-ups or over-

Cadet Pilot Perishes in 
Plane Fire Near 
Tallapoosa. 


Lives of a lieutenant and a fly- 


ing cadet were snuffed out within 
a space of 15 hours as a flurry of 

ishaps overtook five planes soar- 
ing out from the southwest air 
corps training center in Montgom- 
ery Wednesday. 

Flying Cadet William F. Peak, 
23, of New Orleans, La., was killed 
as his craft crashed in a driving 
rainstorm near Tallapoosa, Ga., 
shortly before midnight. 

Earlier, Lieutenant Charles D. 
Bird, 25, of Bellefontaine, Ohio, 
died in a Maxwell Field hospital 
of injuries suffered when he para- 
chute from his plane 16 miles from 
Montgomery, only to lose his legs 
when the spinning craft’s propellor 
struck him as he floated earth- 
ward. 

Plane Cracks Up. 

Flying Cadet Thomas D. 
O’Brien, of Maxwell Field, was 
slightly hurt as his training ship 
cracked up within 200 yards of the 
Tallapoosa airport, seven minutes 
before Peak’s plane hit two miles 
away, apparently in a nose-dive, 
and burned.
